“Birdell” at a ladies’ luncheon 
on Thursday, June 26 at the 
town’s folk life theater. 

A ladies luncheon at the We 
Piddle Around Theater will not 
be the usual ladies luncheon, 
with china, crystal and linen 
napkins, said Cathi Steed, a 
member of the BHS storytelling 
committee. “Rather it will be 
‘traditional’ in every sense of 
the word. The We Piddle 
Around Theater is a folk theater 
and ‘Birdell’ is tailor-made for 
us.” 

Bobbie Jaynes Triplett Curtis, 
a 75-year-old mountain woman, 
who is much like the octogenar- 
ian that she plays, will perform 
“Birdell”. “I have a garden with 
summer vegetables and, last 
year, I couldn’t find 

anybody to plow it for me, so 
I took a mattock and dug it by, 
hand,” Curtis said. 

When Curtis saw “Birdell” 
for the first time, she was so 
taken with the character that she 
had to play her. 

“She is the most fascinating 
character that I have ever 
played,” said Curtis, who has 
recently begun: performing the 
role of Fanny Crosby, the blind 
hymn writer, “I feel that I’m re- 
ally in Birdy’s shoes and that I 
have been there.” 

Birdell is an 86-year-old Ap- 
palachian woman who has spent 
way too much time alone. and 
she is a little crazy. She sits on 
the porch and listens to the rain 
crows, naps’ and dreams of 
when she had a family that sang 
on the porch in the moonlight.

A great need of today is an interest in Bible study, Many have a great in- 
terest in investigations, real or make believe,..Law & Order x 3, CSI: x 
4, movie after movie, We need to revive a spirit of Bible Investigation, 
As people face problems, al] kinds of solutions are offered and many of 
the solutions deal with the symptoms rather than the disease, A diligent 
study, investigation, of the scriptures is the real cure. The longer we fail 
to recognize this, the more our problems are going to increase. It is fright- 
ening to think of the number of religious people that do hot know how to 
study the Bible. Knowing some rules for Bible Study will encourage and 
enable us to become Bible Investigators. If you will learn these principles 
and apply them, you will not have to depend on someone else doing your 
Bible Study. 

Rule 1: Do Not Get Discouraged 

| offer this rule first because if one gets discouraged and stops the inves- 
tigation, none of the other rules will be of any value. Even in life many big 
investigations are Solved only after years of research. Sometimes it can 
be overwhelming. If one walked into a library and looked at all the books, 
it would be easy to say, | can never learn what is in these books. The fact 
that there is so much information irvall the books is novexcuse for not se- 
lecting a book and beginning to increase your knowledge. Do not expect 
to learn everything in a few minutes, and do not-let that keep you from 
starting and continuing. One will never learn all there is to. know; but one 
can learn.enough to have salvation. 

(2 Timothy 2;15) 

Rule 2; Measure Yourself 

A second principle to remember is that your interest in Biblé Study is an 
indicator of your interest inGod and your soul. The Bible is our only guide 
book, the only source of the knowledge of God: 

“But as it is written: “Eye has not seen; nor ear/heard, nor have entered into 
the heart of man the things which God has prepared for those who love 
Him.” But God has revealed them to us through His Spirit. For the Spirit 
searches all things, yes, the deep things of God. Now we have received; 
not the spirit of the world, but the Spirit who is from God, that We might 
know the things that have been freely given to us by God. These things we 
also speak, not in. words Which man’s wisdom teaches, comparing spiri- 
tual things with spiritual, But the natural man does not receive the things 
ofthe Spirit of God, for they-are foolishness to him:nor can he know’ 
them, because they are spititually discerned.” 

(1 Corinthians 2:9-14)

Rule 3: My Attitude Toward The Bible Is My Attitude Toward God

prophets” (1: Samuel 28:6), Why was it that the Lord had nothing to say: 


to Saul? Had God changed? Where was the problem? Those familiar with 
the life of Saul know that his life became on of a man who despised the 
Word of God and'this was an index to his character. God gave, Saul spe- 
cific commands to follow, but what was his attitude? 

Even Saul did‘not say he did not understand what was to be done: The 
Lord said, “I greatly regret that I have set up Saul as king, for he has tured 
back from following Mé;-and has not performed My commandments.” 
“And it grieved Samuel, and he cried out to the Lord all night” (1 Samuel

Troy University 
tuition to 


increase 


Troy University will change 
the way it charges tuition by im- 
plementing a per-credit-hour tu- 


_ ition schedule beginning fall 


semester 2008, according to Dr. 
Richard Federinko, Senior Vice 
Chancellor for Student Services 
and Administration. 

Dr. Federinko said the rev- 
enue expected to be generated 
by the new tuition schedule will 
only resolve a portion of the 
deep cuts of over $7 million in 
state appropriations for Trey 
University for the 2008-2009 
academic year. 

“Our University leadership 
believes that the best and fairest 
approach to address the funding 
shortfall is to charge tuition ata 
reasonable level for each credit 
hour rather than implementing a 
Steep across-the-board tuition 
percentage increase,” Dr. Fed- 
erinko stated. 

For ‘traditional “in-class” 
courses, the University’ will 
charge $177 per credit hour for 
undergraduate tuition and $200 
per.credit hour for graduate tu- 
ition: Courses delivered “‘on- 
line” will be charged per credit 
hour’.as well, but at different 
prices depending upon the type 
of progtam. New on-line under- 
graduate tuition will be $200 
per credit hour and on-line grad- 
uate tuition will range from 
$350 to $600 per credit hour. 

Dr, Federinko pointed out that 
full-time undergraduate students 
who register for 12 “in-class” 
credit hours will incur a:slight 
tuition increase. Part-time un- 
dergraduate students taking 
fewer than 12 “in-class”: credit 
hours, about 54 percent of 
TROY’s current student enroll- 
ment, will pay no tuition in- 
crease under the new system. 

The University will also im- 
plement a $6 per credit hour 
service fee and increase the 
parking fee to $35 per year.

Teach you children to be sun safe at 


camp this summer 


Long: Hours Outdoors In- 
crease Risk'for Skin Cancer 

Sports and other outdoor ac- 
tivities are daily events for chil- 
dren attending’ . camp. If 
children are not properly. pro- 
tected, the time they spend out- 


‘doors can lead to painful 


sunburns, premature aging and 


+ skin cancer. 


“Just one blistering sunburn 
in childhood‘can double the risk 
of deyeloping melanoma later 
in life,” said Perry Robins, MD, 
President: of The Skin Cancer 
Foundation. “That risk can be 
vastly: reduced by following 
some simple sun safety guide- 
lines.” 

To keep children protected 
from the harmful rays while at 
camp, the Foundation recom- 
mends training children in.sun 
safety. UV protection should be 
a regular part of the lessons 
learned at home and at school, 
Kids should be well versed 
about the dangers of the sun and 
how to protect against them, 
Here are a few lessons to, re- 
view before sending campers 
off this summer: 

'* Instruct: children how to 
apply sunscreen before going 
outside, An SPF 15+ sunscreen 
(water-resistant: formulas are 
especially good) needs to be 
used regularly. Teach children 
to apply 1 ounce’ (2  table- 
spoons) of sunscreen to all ex- 
posed areas, 30 minutes before 
outdoor activities, and reapply 
every 2 hours and right after 
swimming or heavy sweating. 
Remember to tell kids not to 
forget those hard to miss spots, 
such as the back of ears and 
neck as well as the tops of feet 
and hands, 

* Cover up with: sun-protec- 


tive clothing. . Ideal sun-safe 
clothing includes long-sleeved 
shirts, long pants, and a wide- 
brimmed ..hat.. But since 
campers typically wear only T- 
shirts and shorts, they should 
take some extra precautions: 


1. Wear T-shirts with a dense 
Weave in dark or bright colors. 

2. Wear: at least a baseball. 
cap, 

5 Wear UYV-blocking sun- 
glasses. 

4. Wear long shorts. 

5. Apply an SPF 15+ sun- 
screen to all exposed areas, 

* Encourage kids to seek the 
shade when outdoors. While 
large shade trees provide some 
protection, tell’children to find a 
pavilion where they can seek 
shade during outdoor activities, 
Ideally, most activities should 
be scheduled for early morning 
or late afternoon since UV ‘is 
most intense from 10 a.m, to 4 
p.m. 

With proper. guidance, chil- 
dren can learn to protect them- 
selves and enjoy summer fuh 
without sacrificing the health of

Don't let 


mosquitoes ruin 
your outing 


Mosquitoes have probably ruined just as many camping trips 
and cookouts as thunderstorms have. While we have our share of 
mosquitoes, we can’t begin to. compete with the insect invasion 
some outdoorsmen have suffered in Alaska. A couple of friends 
who Went on a caribou hunt told me:about swarms so bad that they 
began to worry about keeping their sanity because of the hordes of 
insects: that descended on them while cooking and crawling into 
their tent. ' 

If you have ever camped and night fished in the lowlands of Al- 
abama, you have probably had your own experiences with thirsty 
mosquitoes. But you don’t have to-be in the swamp to be plagued 
by these’pesky dive-bombers. 

While it. is impossible to totally prevent mosquito bites there are 
some precautions that will greatly reduce their bites. We' have all 
used commercial repellents that contain DEET. Mosquitoes hone 
in on humans because of the carbon dioxide that we give off. 
DEET doesn’t actually repel mosquitoes as such but masks the car- 
bon dioxide odor we give.off making it-harder for.them to locate 
us

Insect repellants containing DEBT present few problems for 
most people when used-as directed, but some experience skin irri- 
tations after using it. To avoid reactions from various insect repel- 
lents, apply sparingly. Care should be taken not to put clothes on 
over areas Where DEET has been applied. Apply it to the outer 
layer of clothing instead. When | have to use a repellant I wash it 
off at the first opportunity. when | am out of the reach of mosqui- 
toes. If you have a reaction to repellents containing DEET, try a 
brand with a lower concentration. Repellent may be necessary 
when fishing and doing camp.chores, but you don’t need it in-a 
tent with insect screening. Remember to always zip the mesh door 
to a tent immediately when entering or exiting or you may. end up 
with a tent full of picnicking mosquitoes that night, 

Long pants and a loose fitting \ightly woven shirt is one of the 
best. combinations for warding off mosquitoes. The “tightly 
woven” part is the most important. If you can’t find something 
tightly woven, add an undershirt bengath a long sleeve shirt. Mos- 
quitoes have a hard time biting through two layers of cloth. Add 
a hat or cap that has a drape like the old French Legionnaire’s cap. 
A handkerchief taped or pinned to a cap works just as well. 

If mosquitoes are really bad, consider purchasing a mosquito 
head net and wear it over a wide brimmed hat. Add a pair of light 
colored gloves and sit where at Jeast some of the campfire smoke 
is coming your way and you will be pretty well shielded. 

But be prepared for some knee slapping laughter from your bud- 
dies when you pull out your “veil and white gloves. They'll have 
the most laughs, but they'll have the most bits too.

The Elba City Council held a 
brief but informing. meeting 
Monday évening, June 23, dur- 
ing. the regularly scheduled 
council meeting. 

All councilmen were present 
upon roll call. 

In his report to the council, 
Elba Police Chief - Freddy 
Hanchey said the police depart- 
ment has been experiencing 


- routine activity, but things have 


seemed to slow down. 

He also advised the council 
members that the two newest 
patrol. vehicles have — been 
equipped and striped with the 
new city decal, One other vehi- 
cle is waiting on equipment 
from S & P Communications in 
Opp and should be able to be 
“on ‘the road” next week,,. ac- 
cording to Chief Hanchey. 

Following, the chief’s report, 
Mayor James Grimes officially 
announced: the upcoming mu- 
nicipal election ‘for all council 
seats, as well as, the office of 
Mayor. According to Mayor 
Grimes, qualifying for the elec- 
tion will open on Tuesday, July 
|, and will close on’ Tuesday, 
July 15. The election itself will 
be held Tuesday, Aug. 26. 

Mayor Grimes then recog- 
nized City Clerk Wayne 
Grantham, Who gave an update 
onthe Marilyn Street: Sewer 
project. According to 
Grantham, all houses running 
off of gravity flow are now 
hooked up on city sewage. 

The city is now working to 
accommodate for electrical 
service. Grantham said there is - 
only one. house waiting on 
hookup to electricity, and then 
the\city can. install the small lift 
stations needed for the service. 


In other business, Mayor 
Grimes said last week Bill 
Hodge, city shop supervisor, 
and Wesley DeVane, trans- 
portation supervisor for Elba 
City Schools, attended a semi- 
nar on biodiesel fuel. 

Grimes said discussions have 
been taking place. on the possi- 
bility of the city partnering with 
Elba City Schools and in- 
stalling a-biodiesél production 
facility in town. The approxi- 
mate. cost of the project would 
be $15,000-$20,000. 

Grimes: said the biodiesel 
fuel consists of 20 percent 
cooking oil and 80 percent pe- 
troleum products and would 
save a tremendous amount of 
money for both the school and 
the city. The mayor added that 
the City of. Daphne ‘produces 
and uses biodiesel fuel in place 
of diesel fuel, and officials 
there say not only is it a way to 
cut down on fuel costs but it 
also helps with the sewer sys- 
tem. 

Grimes said this is largely in 
part that there would be less 
grease being poured down the 
drains of residential and com- 
mercial buildings. He said jugs 
for grease could be issued to 
businesses and residents and 
then turned in at specified 
dropoff points for use by the 
city and the school. 

Grimes did add that the only 
negative is the fact» that 
biodiesel does. not have a long 
shelf life. Once: produced,. it 
must then be used. 


Mayor Grimes said this is not . 


something ready to be pre- 
sented at this time, but itis 
something that-is.being looked 
into in an effort’ to cut. fuel 
costs. 

‘Discussion’ on. this. matter 


continued. with: a couple of 
questions from members of the 
council, 

Councilman .Harold Spicer 
asked the mayor if the grease 
could sit up until, fuel .was 
needed. .Mayor, Grimes’ re- 
sponded by saying that’ while 
the finished product has a short 
shelf life, the grease could in- 
deed sit up until , another 
“batch” was needed. 

Councilman. Mike McKee, 
asked the Mayor if any changes 
would need to be made to any 
diesel vehicles’ to’ make \the 
change to biodiesel, Mayor 
Grimes said no changes would 


be necessary and ‘also’ said. 


diesel fuel and biodiesel could 
be interchanged, 

Grimes continued by. saying 
that Daphne does not use the 
biodiesel during the Winter 
months. He said they use diesel 
during those months. 

Also, in other business, the 
Mayor said information is 
being gathered on a possible 4- 
day work week for some. city 
offices. He said some cities and 
even some ‘Coffee County of- 
fices have switched to a 4-day 
work week. 

Grimes said this is another 
thing that was not ready to be 
recommended for the council's 
approval, but costs are being 
looked into to determine if the 


switch: would. be justified.. 


Mayor! Grimes did say it is 
something for members of the 
council to think about, and they 
will revisit the possibility in an- 
other 3-4 weeks. 

Mayor Grimes also informed 
council members that the two 
new mowers for use on cutting 
the levee are in and should be 
seen-in use within the next’ two 
weeks.

- * Approved a bid for hauling 
crushed stone to Godwin Mate 
rial Service Inc. of Brantley, 
Ala., at $18 per ton for haul rate
